Dr, Gilbert Bovard 
Discusses Hospital 
Before Club Women 

Dr. Gilbert S. Bovard appeared 
appeared before the current events 
section of the Woman’s Club last 
week Wednesday and discussed 
the building and use of the new 
county general hospital. Dr. Bo- 
displayed a thorough knowledge 
of the details, which he has gained 
through close association with the 
institution. 

Dr. Bovard’s discussion brougiit 
out the following facts; The prog¬ 
ress of the worg is as fast as is 
consistent with present hnancial 
arrangements. The original it,- 
000,000 bond issue was not to be 
used exclusively in the construc¬ 
tion of the new hospital, as $500,- 
000 each has been spent the Olive 
View Sanitarium, the County 
Farm and for the betterment of 
conditions at the present hospital. 
Many changes have been made in 
the original plans and specilica 
tions in order to keep pace with 
the modern progress of science as 
applied to hospital construction. 

Dr. N. N. Wood, superintendent 
of the General Hospital, made a 
tour of the United States in order 
to gain first-hand knowledge of 
the newest and best hospital ac¬ 
couterments. Among the special 
features of modern construction to 
be incorporated in this building 
are: Circulating ice water in ev 
ery room and on every floor. X-ray 
connections, electric sterilizers, 
anaesthesia gas connections, tile 
floors grounded to prevent elec¬ 
trical shocks, electric clock.s in 
operating rooms, and small wards 
equipped with modern beds hav¬ 
ing built-in back and foot-rests. 

The new hospital will be oper¬ 
ated in conjunction with the old, 
and the two will be connected by 
means of a tunnel, electric trams 
to be used in transportation of 
patients from one building to the 
other. 

Expansion of the old hospital 
along all lines is contemplated 
and will include also several new 
departments. There will be roof 
wards, social service department, 
osteopathic, obstetrical, orthoped¬ 
ic, pediatric, eye, ear, nose and 
throat departments with separate 
operating rooms for each. The 
building will be sufficiently large 
to allow an entire floor to each 
of the various departments and it 
will be possible to treat all cases 
of a like nature in one depart¬ 
ment. One floor will be devoted 
to treatment of clean surgery, 
.such as minor operations; another 
floor to infectious surgci-y, such 
fcOS burns; one to pediatrics, etc. 

No chronic cases are permitted 
to remain at the General Hos¬ 
pital. .411 tuberculosis patients 
are sent to the Olive View Sani¬ 
tarium in the San Fernando Val¬ 
ley. The out-patient department 
will occupy all of the first floor. 
Some idea of the size of this de¬ 
partment will be gained when it 
is stated that an average of GOO 
patients were treated <laily last 
year. 

The new building will be com¬ 
pleted in units as fast as neces¬ 
sary to take care of the rapid 
expansion of all departments, and 
as at present, wall be primarily 
for indigent patients. A limited 
number of paying patients will be 
accommodated at a maximum 
charge of $2..50 per day, ba.sed on 
the ability of the patient to pay. 
The first unit to accommodate 200 
beds will be completed in two 
years. 

The personnel of the General 
Hospital at present includes 84 
authorized internes and 900 nurses 
who care for a daily average of 
1277 patients. Dr. Bovard served 
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as interne several years ago at 
the hospital and at present is on 
the visiting staff, which is com¬ 
posed of medical men who offer 
their services gratuitously. This 
staff includes the finest specialists 
and surgeons available and is a 
noble work on their part. There 
are about eight resident physi¬ 
cians at the present hospital. 

It is estimated that the entire 
building will bp completed in five 
years at a cost of approximately 
$y,500,000. This i.s somewhat in 
excess of the original estimate, 
and the increase in cost is due 
primarily to an increase of ap¬ 
proximately 315,000 square feet of 
floor and roof space or near»y 25 
per cent of the original area. 

The money to pay the entire 
cost of the building will be de¬ 
rived from the balance of the $5,- 
000,000 bond issue and a S1,000,- 
000 annual appropriation which is 
included in the county budget. 

When completed the new Gener¬ 
al Hospital will contain nearly 
30 acres of floor and roof space, 
will accommodate a maximum of 
3326 patients at an average cost 
of $3,893 a bed, and will be the 
largest in the world for acute 
diseases. 

The meeting next Wednesday 
will be devoted to an outline of 
the measure.^ on the November 
ballot. A qualified speaker will 
give a brief resume of the reor¬ 
ganization of the state govern¬ 
ment.— Mrs. J. H. Robertson, 
press chairman.

A “Safety First” food aiul drink 
program pays excellent ilividends 
to the vacationing family. Sani¬ 
tary eating and drinking habits; 
can not be carelessly iliscarded! 
when the family is on the road, 
or in the camp. Children especi¬ 
ally need sanitary care of their 
food and drink. Fatigueing and; 
overestimating excursions induce 
digestive upsets. Additional care 
need to be takdn of the food. 

Noncontaminated water and milk 
are as essential on a vacation trip 
as at home. Both may be taken j 
from reliable home source in 
thermos bottles on short journeys. 
Water from spring and stream. 
'^%hay be more alluring than from; 
a bottle but vacation hazards are 
not so great. Boiled, cooled and 
bottled water is a .safe drink 
when the purity of the water sup¬ 
ply is not known. 

Fresh, raw milk is no guarantee, 
of its sanitary condition. Its rat-, 
ing must be actually known to be 
standard before it can be pur¬ 
chased as a safe food for chil¬ 
dren. Such information can not| 
always be known “en route” or 
in camps. Any of the standard 
prepared milk products are far 
safer for children when the qual-, 
ity of raw milk is doubtful. 

Efforts should be made to keep 
food as free from flies in the 
camp as in the home. Covered | 
containers and waxed paper wrap¬ 
pers lessen the danger on the | 
camp table. 

Vacation menus should be sim -1 
pie and easily prepared. Chil-' 
dren need their usual type of. 
food served regularly. Indiscrim¬ 
inate use of cold unsuitable food ^ 
taken at all times of the day; 
^^works havoc w'ith a child s nutri¬ 
tion. 

Vacation eating and drinking 
need not lack enjoyment because 
“it is sanitary.” Family members 
who enjoy wholesome food at 
ho»ie- do not create unhappiness 
-♦over “germs” at the dining table 
or the picnic table. Clean food 
and drinking is demanded as a 
matter of course.
